KCStrriC steted that FOX v?s Herd of the Import Department of the 
-Pacific Ixnort Company , a shipping line organized in 191*6 which handles 
^freight from Fan Francisco to the Far East, FOX claimed that their principal 
cargo was strategic material being sent to Japan and the Philippine Islands 
for manufacture into war irespons. KCSUTIC said that FOX told hlia that the 
guerrilla warfare in the pr:;t year in the Philippine Islands had cut commerce 
. about y$f below the 19l*9 level and that the Island of Luzon hed become un- 
approachable. FOX stated that the "Huh* 7 Ifovenent now comprised 100,000 
ten and constituted a real army which he considered the strongest and best 
organised fighting unit in that part of the world, FOX said that this army 
contained Chinese and Russian elements, 

FOX further told KOSUTIC that the ore rent government of the Philippine 
Islands was corrupt and the U. 5. Department of St?te did not know what to do 
about it. FOX could not say hoi; many /merlcrn troups were in the Philippines, 
but he believed the only Americans were Air Force personnel, 
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KOSUTIC stated that he asked FOX If the United States 
troops often deserted their ranks and FOX claimed that the sol tiers uere 
strongly controlled, but occasionally some renters of the Americcn Communist 
Party dcsertod to join the guerrillas. He slso had the opinion tact there 
loere members of the American Co-venuist forty in the Headquarters of the U*S* 
troops In the Philippines, but, aside from stating his belief that the U, S* 
press was not publicizing all the facts, FOX did not give KOtUTIC his reason 
for tha abovo opinion* 

Concerning Japan, FOX told KDbLTlC he iii not trust the 
friendly Intentions of the present Japanese Government and he did not agree 
t/ith the politics of the U. a. State Department* Concerning the Hsy Day 
demonstration, ho said he had received no information, but he lid not believe 
the official reports as to the muter of demonstrators. 

FOX also tali KVUTIC that 0JdLn?ua had the largest U. S. 
fortifications ill the Pacific cad it /as only because he entered the island 
on one of the Conpany ships th~t he hai been able to visit it. He reported 
that about t:ro months earlier a * 7 roup of Soviet spies was uncovered on the 
Csland (Kl'UTXC understood FOX to roan among American officers) and, a3 a 
result of this, security measures re considerably tightened. FOX further 
;old KDfTTIC that local Artry circles (place not specified) had told him that 
M?ty trillion dollars hai been spent last y?ar alone on the air base at 
HcLnawa and other instellations trcre to be comole ted in 1953 and I95h.
